In response to applicants request for further explanation of the restriction requirement, it is noted the species are considered patentably 
distinct due to the difference in structures, and the search required for one species would not be required for another species. Therefore 
undue experimentation exists for the examiner. Where two or more species are claimed, a requirement for restriction to a single species 
may be proper if the species are mutually exclusive. Claims to different species are mutually exclusive if one claim recites limitations 
disclosed for a first species but not a second, while a second claim recites limitations disclosed only for the second species and not the 
first. See MPEP 806.04(0- Such is the case herein. 

In response to applicant's argument that examiner has Incorrectly given the limitation "essentially a drop" an unreasonably broad 
interpretation, it is noted that applicant has admitted on the record in the reply of 7/31/2006 that the proper interpretation of "essentially a 
drop" is "about a drop," i.e. more than a drop in some cases but not many drops. Clearly, applicant agrees with examiner's interpretation 
that "essentially a drop" does not exclude generation of more than one drop. Hence, the using the interpretation provided by applicant, an 
atomizer can be considered as a drop-on-demand device. 

Continuation of 13. Other: It is noted that claims 50-55 should have been included in the Formal Rejection of Paragraph 36 of the Office 
Action mailed on 5/31/2006 and Paragraph 33 of the Office Action mailed on 12/16/2005. However, claims 50-55 were specifically 
discussed in the rejection. Albeit examiner regrets that this issue was not set forth earlier, it is not seen to constitute a burden to applicant.
